Registration for Primaries 


On Wednesday, April 11 at the Town 
house from 3 to 5 p. m, and 7 to 9 p, m, there 
will be one general opportunity for resident 
of all precincts to register as voters before 
the coming Presidential Primaries which 


will be held April 24. 


Sunday was “A Day of Rejoicing” at the 
West church, thirteen years of planning and 
labor being consummated in the dedication 
of the new vestry, the cornerstone for which 
was laid on September 18, 1927. 

Situated just south of the church edifice, 
the new vestry conforms perfectly both in 
style and the material from which it is 
built, with the older building, which has been 
used as house of worship for ahundred years. 
The shading trees, the broad expanse of 
lawn extending to the cemetery wall which, 
like the church and vestry is built of the 
warm-toned native granite, the marble 
arch across the green, and the country school 
not far distant, all contribute to make a 
beautiful and unique centre for a country 
parish. 

Setting foot upon the substantial door 
Stone one enters the vestibule with dressing 
rooms at the right and left. The auditorium 
which seats about two hundred is finished 


in a deep cream, a brown velours curtain for 
the stage, the gift of the Lafalot club, and 
electric fixtures with a touch of brown adding 
character to the room, On Sunday, on each 
broad sill in front of the colonial paned win- 
dow was a birch container filled with laurel 
and hemlock and on the platform was a 
vase of calla lilies. 


A well-equipped kitchen with ample cup- 
board room, gas ranges and generous por- 
celain sink is conveniently placed in the wing 
of the building. In the large basement is 
the heater and hot-water tank where addi- 
tional rooms might be finished at some future 
time. 

The new vestry was constructed by Ed- 
ward P. Hall, contractor. The architect was 
Perley F. Gilbert 

The members of the building committee 
were: Frederic S.  Boutwell, chairman; 
Harry A. Wright, Miss Anna E. Chase, 
Charles M. Newton and Miss Clara A. Put- 
nam. 

The Dedication Service 

The service of dedication opened with a 
prelude by Respighi played by Miss Marion 
Abbot, the Doxology, salutation and_ re- 
sponses, invocation and the Lord’s prayer 
in which the congregation was led by the 
pastor, Rev, Newman Matthews. 

“Still, Still, with Thee” by Lansing was 
sung by Mrs. Walter E. Pike and the anthem, 
“The Lord Is My Shepherd” by a chorus of 
young women among whom were Misses 
Lena Davis, Charlotta and Gladys Gillespie, 
Grace Lovejoy, Ruth Frederickson, Dorothy 
Lewis, Mrs, Grace Mayo, Mrs. Walter 
Pike, Misses Phoebe and Mina Noyes, 
Raymah and Emelyn Wright, Wilma Corliss 
and Eleanor Winslow. 

The address was given by Rev. Newman 
Matthews who took as his subject “A Day 
of Rejoicing” and spoke as follows: 


In Nehemiah, the twelfth chapter and the 
forty-third verse, we read: ‘‘ And they offered 
reat sacrifices that day, and rejoiced; for 
jod had made them rejoice with great joy; 
and the women also and the children re- 
joiced: so that the joy of Jerusalem was heard 
even afar off.” 

These words strike the note that ought to 
be in all our hearts to-day — the note of 
rejoicing. This ought to be a day of great 
rejoicing with us; the men, the women, the 
young people, even the children, ought to 
rejoice to-day before the Lord. <A _ sub- 
stantial and worthy undertaking has been 
carried through successfully to completion; 
a useful, a beautiful, and an enduring building 
has been finished. ‘There are good reasons 
for rejoicing. Let us consider them. 

The building erected is an enduring struc 
ture. Its walls have been built of stone and 
that of the most enduring kind our native 
granite. It has been built to last. Even if 
fire should unhappily break out and destroy 
the woodwork of the building, these walls 
would still stand. Long after every member 
of our congregation this morning, even the 
youngest, shall have passed from these 
earthly scenes, these walls will not have be 
gun to crumble. The thing to which you 
have put your hands has an enduring char- 
acter. 

There was a special reason for building 
these walls of stone. It was of this native

ORE" Neots: hate an ted SEI 
stone of which the fathers built their meeting- 
house more than one hundred years ago. 
Had they built of wood, there probably 
would have been no thought of building the 
new vestry with stone. It was eminently 
fitting that we build of stone to be in perfect 
harmony with their work, and that it should 
be covered, as out meeting-house now is, 
with a tile roof. If it had been built ten 
years ago, as not a few wished at that time, 
our financial condition would probably have 
demanded that the work be of wood. What 
now reconciles us to the long delay in the 
realization of our hopes, is that the building 
is in complete keeping with that of the 
fathers; that it has been built of stone. 

It is also a beautiful building. ‘The im- 
pression of beauty as well as of solidity is 
the first that is made on the mind of one who 
pauses to view it, or of the passer-by who 
glances at it. It appeals to the eye from 
whatever point we approach it. Its lines 
are simple, as those rt the meeting-house. 
The stones were carefully selected, and were

and windows.

So have people already done upon 
the new vestry and so will they continue to 
This new building, 
so far from detracting anything from the 
old, as it might have done, has been so con- 
structed as to lend an added charm to it. 
No longer will the old stand in a solitary 
strength and beauty, but these two, old and 
new, will for the time to come stand together 
in harmonious comradeship with each other. 
These buildings and the imposing arch and 
gateway with the spacious lawn lying be- 
tween them form one of the most beautiful 
spots of a wide region. The poet’s saying, 
“a thing of beauty is a joy forever,” is as 
true of beautiful buildings as of other beauti- 
ful things. 

The interior of this building, to all who 
enter its doors, will, I have no doubt, seem 
worthy of its exterior, certainly so as in all 
its freshness it appears to our eyes at this 
time. This interior beauty can be renewed 
as need arises. 

Of the usefulness of our new building — 
that is a consideration of prime importance — 
there can be not doubt. The old vestry 
served for many years—from 1856 up to 
August of last year. None of us can measure 
the service it has rendered during this period. 
But it had fallen into decay, some of its main 
timbers were rotting, and it had, besides, 
grown inadequate to the needs of to-day. 
For the work of our Sunday School, for all 
devotional services, for all meetings of the 
women’s and other organizations of the 
church and parish, we shall have in the new 
all that we fad in the old vestry and more 
and better. For the serving of suppers, the 
new vestry is amply equipped with all 
modern conveniences. For entertainments, 
for the presentation of amateur plays which 
is a popular form of entertainment and edu- 
cation in our day, we shall have, for the first 
time, suitable opportunity. It is to be hoped 
that this new vestry may become the center 
for the community of all activity of a whole- 
some and worthy nature. In all these ways 
it will become a very substantial addition 
to our equipment for the service of the people. 

A number of persons have cooperated in 
special ways to make this new vestry possible, 
to make it just what it is and all that it is. 
Much credit is due to the architect, our 
fellow townsman, Mr. Perley F. Gilbert. 
He has been familiar with our parish for 
many years. He has understood our needs 
and our financial resources as probably no 
out-of-town architect could have done with- 
out much study. He has been easy of access 
to the building committee and had many con- 
ferences with the committee while settling 
upon the plans. He has taken great pains 
to have the lines of the new building harmon- 
ize in every respect with those of the meeting- 
house. We believe he has attained that end. 
His interest continued unabated throughout 
the building operations, making many in- 
spections of them. 

Next we must mention the contractor, 
Mr. Edward P, Hall. Here again we were 
fortunate to have a fellow townsman, Mr. 
Hall is a man with large practical experience. 
He selected with care may skill the stone that 
went into the building. With his own hands 
he laid some of it and the laying of all of it 
he carefuliy supervised. He took pride in 
this work. He put his best intoit. The stone 
work is a monument to his craftsmanship 
and aso to his personal character. Of him 
we can say as Carlyle said of his stone mason 
father; “Nothing that he undertook to do 
but he did it faithfully and like a true man. 
I shall look on the houses he built with a 
certain proud interest. The stand firm and 
sound to the heart all over his little district. 
No one that comes after him will ever say, 
‘Here was the finger of a hollow eye-ser- 
vant.’” 

Simple justice demands that we mention 
Mr. George M. Henderson and his sons, who 
did the carpentry. ‘They were animated 
with the same spirit as that of the contractor, 


We are under deep obligations to the |i 


building committee. They spent a lot of 
time and expended a lot of thought, together 
and in conjunction with the architect, in 
working out plans to meet all our needs, so 
far as possible, — plans such as would come 
within our financial possibilities, and such 
as could be pore by the parish. We 
have been fortunate in the committee, They 
have served us well. ‘To the chairman, Mr. 
Frederic S. Boutwell, we owe special appre- 
ciation. All through the period of building, 
he has spent much time right on the scene, 
Rarely has he missed a day when he was 
not on hand. He has watched the building 
at every stage with a keen eye and has con- 
sidered every detail. . 
But most of all entitled to credit is the 
little group of women of the Ladies’ Aid 
Society, who for the past thirteen years have 
worked to secure a new vestry. As a feuit 
of their unremitting labor they had by last 
August accumulated the sum of eight 
thousand dollars. But for this sum of money 


the parish could not have gone forward. 
But for the patient and persevering work of 
these women through these past years, this 
building could not be a reality to-day. Their 
devotion to this cause is worthy of the highest 
praise. It is only right to add that in all 
their labor they have had the hearty en- 
couragement and support of the men of the 
Parish. 

In 1926, less than two years ago, we cele- 
brated the one hundredth anniversary of the 
building of our meeting-house and the organ- 
ization of our church, the former in June and 
the latter in December. Despite the un- 
favorable weather on two of the three days, 
our carefully planned program was carried 
through with good success. Those days will, 
it is hoped, live in our memory. In addition 
to this, and with much more labor than 
appeared upon the surface, an historical 
manual was prepared, making available for 
the present and for the future all the main 
facts in the history of our church and parish, 
together with the roll of its members for the 
one hundred years, the whole making a 
ready reference book for those interested in 
this information. Worthy and significant as 
all this has been, it is only natural and proper 


that we should now feel that in this new 
vestry, is to be found our real and enduring 
commemoration of our hundredth anniver- 
sary. Here is our real monument in recog- 
nition of those one hundred years. Without 
deliberate plan and unconsciously perhaps on 
our part, our celebration prepared the way 
for this, and hastened the maturing of our 
plans for a new vestry. We stand at the be- 
ginning of a new era, the beginning of our 
second century as a church and parish. It 
is eminently fitting that this noble work 
should have been done at this time. The 
fathers bequeathed our meeting-house to 
those who have lived in this parish during 
the past one hundred years, so we, their 
successors and in some instances their des- 
cendants, bequeath this vestry to the people 
of this new century who are to live here. It 
is a rich and noble legacy to future genera- 
tions, no less than a boon to the present. 

Trying to detach myself as far as possible 
from this enterprise, and to look upon it as 
one from the outside, though having at the 
same time an intimate acquaintance with it 
all, it seems to me very significant and im- 
pressive that a group of people, compara- 
tively small, should have been moved to 
undertake to do so big and fine a thing, and 
that, too, in an age which is all too much 
concerned with merely personal gain and 
advancement. Is ‘hot this, in all truth, a 
significant and impressive thing? 

In the light of all these considerations, 
does it not appear that this ought to be a 
day of great rejoicing with us, that men and 
women and young and old together should 
rejoice? So let it bel

First Supper in West Church Vestry 

The key to the new West church vestry 
was turned over by the chairman of the 
building committee, Frederic S, Boutwell 
to the chairman of the parish committee, 
Arthur T. Boutwell, at the exercises follow- 
ing the supper held on Wednesday evening. 

The program also included remarks by 
Edward W. Burtt, who has acted a modera- 
tor at the parish meetings for many years, 
Granville K. Cutler of the Parish committee, 
Mrs. George Carter, superintendent of the 
Sunday school, Mrs. Newman Matthews, 
president of the Ladies’ Aid society, and Ed- 
ward W. Boutwell. Several musical numbers 
were contributed by the Newton Trio, com- 
posed of Miss Doris Newton, piano, Ralph 
Newton, banjo, and Harlan Newton, trum- 
pet. 

Rev. Newman Matthews presided and 
introduced Frederic S, Boutwell, who spoke 
in part as follows: 

“The especial feature to-night is the fact 
that we are celebrating in an informal way 
the completion of our new vestry after many 
years of individual and organized effort. 

“This is a felicitous occasion —in fact 
there are two things of felicity in evidence, 
The first then, on the program is the supper 
—and what a happy occasion it has been, 
Our committee deserve the congratulations 
of the parish for the excellency of the repast 
and the manner of serving. ‘The second 
thing of felicity is to congratulate each other 
with no formality of utterance, upon the 
occasion which summons us and to gather

“Tn last Sunday's sermon I was glad to 
hear Mr, Matthews link up this event with 
the centennial observances of 1926. During 
that year the vestry problem was fast 
approaching a solution, When the last 
exercises of December, 1926 were a matter 
of history attention at once turned that way 
and a strong undercurrent developed which 
led to only one result, In August 1927 our 
minds were made up, the necessary_action 
was taken and work started and in March, 
1928, we are again in festive array over 
another event of historical significance. I 
very much hope when future historians of 
our Parish have occasion to write of our 
doings they will unite the events of 1926, 
1927 and 1928 into one grand, continuous 
centennial observance for I feel that now we 
are stepping into a new era —our second 
century. More than once, as I have watched 
this building grow, has my mind gone back

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“The Public Be Damned?”’ 


At the time of the town elections on 
March 5, an agreement was clearly 
understood by voters and the candi- 
dates for town positions. The candi- 
dates offered to give their services in a 
given capacity and the voters in turn 
agreed to pay the prevailing salary for 
the service involved. As a result of the 
balloting carried on under the terms of 
this mutual understanding, a man was 
elected to a $1000 position, a $2000 
position, or whatever the sum might be 
in any given case, and the contract was 
so closed by common consent. 

A week later the town voted an 
appropriation for salaries which, it was 
to learn, covered the increases in pay 
recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee in their published report. These 
increases, which may soon become 
effective, were not established by mutual 
consent on the part of the two parties 
involved; the town as employer and the 
officials as employees. The raises were 
not voted upon as such, and whatever 
was done was unintentional on the part 
of the majority of the voters. ‘“ Unin- 
tentional” is a strong word, but who 
can deny that most people were ig- 
norant of what they were doing? 

What is the reasonable and proper 
thing to be done in this extraordinary 
situation? Someone has already sug- 
gested in these columns that a public 
hearing be held, but such a step seems 
very unlikely. 


———————— 


There is one honorable course left, 
if the increases in salary are granted to 
the elected officials in question: these 
officials can refuse to accept the in- 
crease! A rather novel and startling 
suggestion, perhaps, but one which 
carries moral force and which is not 
without notable precedent. 

Several years ago, Senator Borah was 
reelected to represent Idaho in the 
National Chamber, at a salary of 
$7500. The following year our Con- 
gressmen hit upon the idea of raising 
their salary, and the Seantors’ pay was 
accordingly raised to $10,000. Perhaps 
all but one Congressman welcomed this 
change, but not so the illustrious Sen- 
ator from Idaho. Feeling that he had 
been elected to a $7500 position, this 
leader in our National politics refused 
to accept the $2500 increase, and re- 
turns it yearly to the United States 
Treasury. He will continue to do this 
until he is reelected to the higher sal- 
aried position by his constituents. 
Only in this way did Borah feel that he 
was playing fair to the people who 
elected him, and that he was acting with 
regard for his own sense of honor. 

The parallel between Borah’s case 
and the one facing Andover is unmis- 
itakable. The only vital question at this 
stage of the situation is this: will our 
officials flout public opinion by accept- 
ing the extra money so unwittingly | 
granted? Will they be fair to the 
voters and taxpayers whose interests 
they are pledged to serve? ‘Their sense 
of pride and their sense of honor are 
unmistakably involved. 


Think Sword Is DeSoto Relic 


The following story dated Carters, Georgia, 
March 25, is reprinted from the Boston 
Herald of March 26: 


Traces of Hernando de Soto's expedition 
through North Georgia were believed dis- 
covered near here yesterday when the hilt 
guard and part of a blade of an iron sword 
was unearthed in an Indian mound by Pro- 
fessor Warren K, Moorehead, head of the 
department of Archaeology of Phillips 
Academy, Andover, Mass. 

The part of the sword was found amid a 
score of skeletons and ceremonial relics 
which are believed to be of a pre-Columbian 
age. 

The sword was found beside the skeleton 
of a warrior, stuck straight up in the ground, 
where it was placed after the brave had been 
buried. This relic of the white man's inva- 
sion of North Georgia measured about six 
inches and was made from iron, a strong 
indication that it came from DeSoto’s band. 

In addition to the sword, many “war 

ints,” fine arrowheads used in battle, were 
feat at the right hand of the warrior who 
was buried alone. At the feet lay a spade of 
delicate green granite, perforated and highly 
polished, which the Andover scientist said 
was a symbol of the tribe's respect for its 
religion as it was too frail for actual usage. 

The skeleton was found in what apparently 
had been a hut made of posts of cedar and 
pine that were in an excellent state of preser- 
vation considering the centuries they had 
been buried. 

In another portion of the mound, the 
archaeologist found a group of skeletons, and 
close by were pots joined together not unlike 
the present-day double boiler, stone imple- 
ments, beads and shells on which inscriptions 
had been cut. 

Professor Moorehead, who has spent con- 
siderable time during the last four years in 
exploring the Indian mounds of North 
Georgia, said yesterday's find was a striking 
example of the advanced culture of the 
Etowah group. 

Solid stone graves of aborigines have been 
found fourteen miles from yesterday's dis- 
covery, but the scientist did not disturb them, 
confining his activities to the Murray county 
mounds. 

Discussing the lone warrior beside whom 
the sword was found, Professor Moorehead 
said his being buried apart from the rest and 
apparently in a ceremonial hut, indicated 
that he was a leader of the tribe, and his 
burial place the spot where once the council 
fire burned. 

Professor Moorehead indicated that his 
work is near completion, and that he proba- 
bly would return to Massachusetts during the 
coming week. Scores of relics taken from the 
mounds have been packed for shipment to the 
Andover museum, where they will be 
catalogued and a detailed report of the ex- 
plorations made.

On her yield of 12,302 pounds of 4.07 
percent milk, 493.21 pounds of butter-fat, the 
Ayrshire cow, Champion's Florence Lass, 
owned by the American Woolen Company 
Farms at Andover, Massachusetts, earned 
the title of 1927 National Junior three-year- 
old champion of the United States and has 
been awarded a French Prize Silver Cup by 
the Ayrshire Breeders Association. The 
prize is made available through a trust fund 
established by Miss C. A, French, in memory 
of her brother, J. D. W. French, according to 
Advanced Registry Superintendent W. A. 
Kyle of the Ayrshire Breeders’ Association 
of Brandon, Vermont. Sired by a grandson 
of the World's Champion milk producer, 
Garclaugh May Mischief that gave 25,329 
pounds, and out of a daughter of one of the 
most popular bulls of the breed, Yellow 
Kate’s Exchange of Penshurst, “Florence 
Lass” has continued to maintain the family 
precedent, that of high production.

Civil Service Commission Warns Against 
Forest Ranger Correspondence Schools 


The United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion has sent a circular letter to advertising 
managers of newspapers and periodicals 
throughout the country citing figures which 
indicate the practical worthlessness of widely 
adverstised correspondence courses in pre- 
paration for forest ranger examinations. 

The Commission says in the letter that 
it has made a survey of the examination 
papers of 1081 competitors in the forest 
ranger examination held last October, dis- 
closing the following results: 

Of 675 competitors wh had no corres- 
pondence training, 189 passed the examina- 
tion. 

Of 337 competitors who had taken a cor- 
respondence course in preparation for the 
examination, exactly 18 passed. f 

Sixty-nine were noncommittal as to train- 
ing in advance. All of these failed. 

The Commission quoted the following 
statement from a circular recently issued by 
the United States Forest Service regarding 
advertsing of correspondence schools which 
give training for forest ranger examinations: 

“Many of the statements in these adver- 
tisements are misleading and in some cases 
absolutely false. These advertisements fre- 
quently convey the impression that the forest 
ranger’s job is largely a play-time job, or a 
convenient means for an outing in the woods, 
while, as a matter of fact, the position of 
forest ranger is a permanent one of consider- 
able responsibility, requiring arduous work 
often under difficult conditons, and with 
definite requirements as to experience and 
ability. Forest Service officials doubt the 
value of correspondence schools under ordin- 
ary circumstances in furnishing proper pre- 
paration for forest ranger positions,”’

London.—War has been declared on 
the blow-fly In New South Wales, Aus- 
tralia, and United Kingdom entomolo- 
gists will attempt to exterminate the 
pests through the Introduction of blue- 
bottle files, natural enemies of the 
blow-fly. 

A cargo of 15,000 chrysalises of the 
English blue-bottle 1s to be shipped 
from Great Britain to Australia and 
the Falkland Islands within the next 
few weeks, 

The chrysalises will be shipped in 
wooden boxes, between layers of moss 
kept at a predetermined temperature 
so that nothing will hatch until the 
cargo has reached {ts destination. 
When the boxes are unpacked the files 
will emerge which entomologists hope 
will exterminate the pests,

Banana Employed by 


the Serpent in Eden? 
“Early inhabitants of the East be- 
lieved that the banana plant was the 


source of good and evil and that the 


serpent which tempted Eve hid in a 
bunch of the fruit,” according to W.

BUILDING PROGRAM IS NOW UNDER WAY 


Plentiful Money at Low Rates Is Powerful Influence Toward Sustai 
Activity — Surplus of Stores, Office 


Buildings 


and Apartments — 


Greatest Activity Is in Building of Homes 


BABSON Park, Fioria, Marcu 31, 1928. 
Mr. Babson in his weekly interview today 
discusses the building situation. A sur- 
vey which he has made in various parts of 
the country, together with reports which 
he has received from leading Chambers of 
Commerce, show that general building activ- 
ity is on the increase. Mr. Babson dis- 
cusses the various factors influencing the 
building situation today. His conclusions 
are as follows: 

General Building Increasing 

“My survey of the situation proves clearly 
that the amount of new building is very good. 
Reports coming to me from leading Cham- 
bers of Commerce as well as statistics privately 
gathered indicate a heavy volume of con- 
struction this Spring. However, it is a 
mistake to conclude that all types of building 
are prospering alike. Statistics show that 
there is a surplus of stores, office buildings, 
and apartments in many parts of the country. 
Construction of these types is not going 
ahead as fast as small homes and public 
buildings. Seventy-two per cent of the cities 
reporting to me state that greatest activity 
is in the building of homes. This fact is con- 
firmed by statistics from the F. W. Dodge 
Co., which showed a 27 per cent increase in 
the building of single family dwellings in 
February 1928 compared with February 
1927. Public buildings, highways, schools, 
and municipal improvements of various 
kinds improved 18 per cent. On the other 
hand, commercial buildings such as offices, 
stores, warehouses, banks, etc., declined 
15 per cent. 

Bright Spots on the Building Map 

“Reports show that building is improving 
in some places and is not so good in others. 
This is typical of the whole business situation 
today. Although there is general improve- 
ment, some sections are more favorably 
affected than others. New York and New 
Jersey are outstanding bright spots, total 
new building showing an increase of 35 per 
cent over last year. Figures for Texas 
indicate an advance of 66 per cent. In Cen- 
tral Western States of Indiana, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Kansas, Oklahoma, Ne- 
braska, Illinois and Missouri total contracts 
awarded for February were $153,000,000, an 
increase of 40 per cent over February 1927. 
The Middle Atlantic States of Maryland, 
Delaware, District of Columbia, and Vir- 
ginia, and Eastern Pennsylvania show a 
moderate advance amounting to about 13 
per cent.

in the New England States show only a ve 
slight improvement over a year ago, this is 
largely due to the fact that the Spring of 
1927 was one of the banner years in total 
volume of new building in that section. On 
a comparative basis, therefore, present 
figures, while good compared with previous 
years, do not make so favorable a showing 
with 1927. In the territory including West 
Virginia, Southern Ohio, Kentucky and 
Western Pennsylvania a rather serious de- 
cline occurred in February, amounting to 
about 26 per cent. Building in this section, 
however, ought to improve over the next 
month or two, judging by the large amount 
of projects contemplated but not yet actually 
Started. The open Winter has helped build- 
ing in the North and East very considerably. 

“Among the cities where building has 
shown the greatest improvement are Fall 
River, Massachusetts; Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia; Memphis, Tennessee; Chicago, Illinois; 
Utica, New York; Yonkers, New York; 
Wilmington, Delaware; Newark, New Jersey; 
Portland, Maine; Camden, New Jersey; San 
Antonio, Dallas, Fort Worth, Houston, and 
Galveston, Texas; Lowell, Lawrence, and 
Boston, Massachusetts; Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma; Flint, Michigan; Des Moines, 
Towa; Paducah, Kentucky; Atchison, Kan- 
sas; Charlotte, North Carolina; San Francisco, 
California; Jackson, Michigan; Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin; Richmond, Indiana; Atlanta, 
Georgia; Terre Haute, Indiana; Racine 
Wisconsin; Fort Wayne, Indiana; and 
Springfield, Illinois. All of these cities show 
increases in contracts awarded ranging from 
7 per cent over February a year ago. The 
tremendous building in Fall River repre- 
sents rebuilding after the disastrous fire 
which occurred about two months ago.

Activity

ward sustaining building activity is plentiful 
money at low rates.

are building more small houses in the suburbs 
because of the ease of transportation to the 
cities by automobiles. This suburban move- 
ment is a fundamental one and should con- 
tinue. 

“There was a building slump last Fall, and 
along about the first of January some gloomy 
predictions were made regarding the building 
outlook for 1928. However, one who has 
studied the suburban movement and the 
effect of easy money on general building 
activity could not be easily convinced that 
1928 is to be a poor building year. Events 
are now proving that 1928, or at least the 
first half of it, will show a very good volume 
of construction work. We must also remem- 
ber that the farmer has more money this 
year than he had last year. Farm building 
this Spring and Summer should exceed that 
of a year ago, and do much toward swelling 
the total volume of building. During the 
lean years of low crop prices that preceded 
1926 and 1927 farmers got along with just 
as little repair work and new farm building 
as possible. Now that they have more money 
in their pockets it is reasonable to assume 
that these needed improvements and alter- 
ations on the farms will be carried out. 


Presidential Years Not Bad For Building 


“One bogey has been pretty well expelled 
regarding the business and building situa- 
tion, and that is the bogey that building is 
likely to be poor in presidential years. 
Statistics prove the opposite. The volume 
of contracts awarded in the years 1916, 1920 
and 1924, each of which was a presidential 
year, was larger than in the immediate 
years preceding. That may be only a coinci- 
dence, but it really seems as though p:esi- 
dential years are more than likely to be 
good years for building. This thought is 
further substantiated by the logic of the 
thing. Surely the Administration is always 
anxious to have a good volume of employ- 
ment and active business just prior to elec- 
tion. It is only natural that cHtorts to rush 
public construction are made in such years. 

“We all realize that a certain amount of 
building is being done on rather a thin mar- 

in. oubtless some home-owners are 

uying with too small an equity. On the 
whole, however, the prevailing desire of each 
family to own its own home is a wonderful 
sign. It not only is the best way to build 
up prosperous communities, but also the 
best way of bringing up afamily. A home is 
more than a house — but the ownership of a 
house goes far toward making a real home. 
Business as indicated by the Babsonchart 
is now 5 per cent above normal.”

Children Interpret and Fam- 
ily Spats Are Unknown. 


Manila.—The man who married a 
dumb wife is more than a fiction title 
in the Philippines. It accurately de- 
scribes u mutrimonial situation which 
seems curiously prevalent in these 
tropic isles. 

Of course the wives in question are 
not actually dumb. But to all intents 
and purposes they might as well be. 
They are dumb by force of circum- 
stances, as it were. For their hus- 
band can’t speak their language, nor 
can they speak the tongue of their 
lords and masters. 

Throughout the far East it is com- 
mon for white foreigners to marry 
women of the country in which they 
settle. Nowhere save in the Philip- 
pines, however, does a_ practically 
complete lack of verbal contact seem 
at all prevalent. Perhaps it is the 
enervating climate, which is not con- 
ducive to the mental exertion re- 
quired in learning a new language, In 
any case, examples of this strange 
mating are not hard to find. 

Children Speak Three Languages. 

In one case the wife is a pure blood- 
ed Filipino woman who speaks both 
Spanish and the Tagalog dialect, but 
no English. The husband speaks Eng- 
lish only. They have two children, 
who do quite well in all three lun- 
guages and now serve as family in- 
terpreters, 

Another odd case was found in the 
unlon of a Japanese woman and an 
American, Neither speaks the other's 
language, though in Japan such un- 
fons ordinarily result in each picking 
up a sinattering of the other's speech 
at once, ‘The situation seemed so ex- 
traordinary that an interpreter was 
obtained in order to query the wife in 
detail. Said she: 

“You see, my husband works at 
night and he stays home and sleeps 
in the daytime. I work during the 
day and sleep at night. We hardly 
see each other and don't find it at all 
inconvenlent not to be able to talk. 
When we want to converse we cun 
always find somebody handy to Iinter- 
pret.” 

it Has Its Advantages, 

Observers of these speechless mat- 
ings point out that they have certain 
striking advantuges over the ordl- 
nary sort, ‘There is no chance for a 
quarrel, because neither can start It. 
Intellectual friction isn’t likely to de- 
velop where there is no exchange of 
views. Neither can be bored with the 
other’s conversation Ill feeling ts 
avoided by the absence of temptation 
to “have the last word,” for where 
there isn’t any first word there can't 
very’ well be a last one, 

On the other hand, the wife has to 
go out and tell the neighbors when 
she detects several pesos missing from 
the weekly pay envelope. There Is no 
chance to settle the matter within the 
family ecirecle. Also, if the husband 
feels that the food isn’t appearing fast 
enough or in suflicient quantity, he Is 
handicapped in making his ideas 
known.

road in front of their house, gazing at 
thelr own home. I thought I knew 
what was passing through their heads, 
for they were not talking, This was 
their roof-tree, their own place on the 
earth, their own chimney, their front 
door. Here they would settle into life 
as their shrubbery had settled into the 
ground, Here their little family would 
be reared; here they would be good 
neighbors and worth-while citizens— 
here they would belong! 

Of course tliere are times when rent- 
ing 1s not only necessary but wise. 
We cannot all be in the place where 
we would be, and in general the con- 
tented family is the one that can Ig- 
nore the “For Rent” columns, and raise 
hardy perennial flowers one year in 
the certainty that they will be there 
the next year to see the plants bloom!
